Sheriff. Thomas B. Bruch, | Prosecuting 
rei Osear E. Meyersieck of Franklin 
4 County. and a Pinkerton detective left 
Union for Jefferson City Thursday morn- 
ing with the papers for the requisition of 
Bill Rulolyph. 

The papers were presented to Acting 
Governor Ruby and the formal requisition 
requested.

The St. Louis police department Thurs- 
day morning received from th city mar- 
shal of Paola an account of the capture of 
Rudolph. 


When the news reached Paola of the theft 
of a team after the attempted robbery of 
the bank at Cleveland, Mo., and e rob- 
bery of the depot safe at Loulsberg, the 
Paola officers notified the various officers 
of the Anti-Horsethief Association. Ru- 
dolph and his partner, Rogers, were found 
one-half mile west of Somerset by one of 
the, passes, amd were driven toward Paola. 
Three miles north of that town they were 
intercepted by another posse and sur- 
round 

When captured they had 9 fuse caps, one 
pint of nitro-glycerin, two Colts revolvers 
and 20 rounds of anmunition. 


HE WILL RESIST 
RUDOLPH’S PARDON.

PAOLA, Kan., Feb, 18.—Wilber Downs 
of Wagstaff, who claim that he, with 
his brother, C. L. Downs, U. J. Miller and 
Charles Keeton, captured “Bill'’’ Rudolph, 
states that it is his imtention to fight 
against the pardon of Rudolph until the re- 
ward is paid. 

He has employed Frank M. Sheridan as 
attorney and will claim the whole reward 
for himself and the three other men who, 
he says, assisted him to capture Rudolph 
and Rogers.

Sheriff A. H. Jelly, who had in charge

sing peteon. said today that he had written 
Gov. Bailey and the Pinkertons of a 
claim for a share of the $2500 reward of- 
fered for the arrest and detention of Ru- 
dolph, for himself and his deputies.

| Wonders of Our New Rifle | 


WEES. 


HEN the new Springfield riffle is 

issued to our army, the United 

States will be equipped with 
the most serviceable and powerful mili- 
tary rifle in the world. It embodies th: 
best features of the present Krag-Jorgen- 
son and the Mauser rifle, and has been 
given the most exhaustive tests under con- 
ditions likely to be met with in active 
service, pays the Review of Reviews. 
These include placing the rifle in water so 
that some of its parts might rust, and 
also throwing sand in the mechanism. 

The new weapon is also what is known 
as the chip-loading magazine gun, being 
provided with a cut-off, which 
the firer to use it asa single loader, with 
the contents of the magazine (five cart- 
ridges) in reserve. 

At present, only a few of these guns 
have been issued to expert shots in the 
army for firing tests, but about Decem- 
ber, 1903, their manufacture for issue to 
the entire army commenced Sixty thou- 
sand will be required, and they will be 
turned out at the rate of about 20 per 
day.

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The new Springfield weighs 9.47 pounds, 
against the 10.44 for Krag, and its barrel

Although the caliber of both rifies is the 
same—namely, 30—the shooting power of 
the Springfield is vastly superior. 

While the bullets of both rifles are of 
the same weight, the smokeless powder 
charge of the new rifle is increased to 
43.3 grains, that of the Krag belng 37.4 
grains. The increased charge gives the 
new Springfield a muzzle velocity of 2300 
feet per second faster than the Krag, and 
increases the muzzle energy from 1.92 
foot:pounds to 2.582. 

This increased energy causes the but- 
let to travel in a flatter trajectory, the 
rise above the ground at the highest point 
of the trajectory being much less. This 
increases what ig known as the danger 
space covered by the bullet at a height 
above the ground not exceeding that of a 
man. Thus, in shooting at 1000 yards, the 
bullet at its greatest height, which is at 
500 yards, rises only 20.67 feet in the new 
Springfield, whereas the bullet in the Krag 
rises 2.8 feet. 


As an example of the tremendous de- 
crease in the height of the trajectory of 
modern arms and the increase of the 
danger space by the flatter trajectory, it 
is interesting to note Spat in shooting at 
300 yards wifi the smooth-bore muskets 
used before our civil war the bullet rose 
at the turning point of the trajectory 12 
feet in the alr. This turning point was 
at 1% yards.
